Also contains: 1) Note on the birth of Charles of Berry, second son of King Charles VII of 
France (27/28 Dec. 1446) and the betrothal of Joan of France to the Count of Clermont (28 Dec. 1446). 2) Note on the birth 
of Pierre Abraham (6 July 1465), son of the scribe of the present manuscript Durand Abraham, and on the latter's career as 
an official under Kings Charles VII, Louis XI and Charles VIII (1422-1498). 3) Extensive note on the battle of Monthlery (16 
July 1465) between Louis XI, King of France and the "Ligue du Bien Public" under the future Charles the Bold, Duke of 
Burgundy.
